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1. The nationalised Tesla Corporation is a huge combine consisting of a number of 
factories producing radio and telephone equipment, electrical instruments, and 
light bulbs . Approximately 100 electrical equipment companies which were former- 
ly in private hands have been absorbed by the Tesla Corporation, Only the 
Standard and Philips companies have remained outside the state monopoly. 


2. The Tesla mnagsment is housed in the former Philips building on Karlovo Square, 

Prague II. The corporation has a technical and a commercial manager. All the 

separate plant managers come under their direction. 

3. The following Tesla factories are located in Prague s 

a. Hlubetin I (formerly Philips)* Produces commercial radio sets of the follow-

Production has been scheduled according to the Five-Tear Plan and 
is reported to be proceeding at a rata leading to 100 pereont fulfillment, 
ihe quality of t he products is not good, however, and a number of bottlenecks 
are being encountered 0 Tlie covering cones for cathode sleeves constitute the 
principal bottleneck. 


6 d The question of raw materials procuremant is a serious one* Thera is a grave 
shortage ^ of non— f o irons metals in Czechoslovakia and a house—' fco-house scrap 
metal drive has been organised* Most serious is the shortage of special alloys 
for transformers, translators (tlum:tvkov® n ) , metal sheets, and the circular 
cores of coils.

' Political reliability is the criterion governing the selection of personnel for 
leading positions in the Tesla combine , and the standards of technical ooia- 
petence ax© not especially high. The entire combine is suffering from the 
dislocation caused by a series of ^organisations. The Bata system of autonomous 
enterprises is being introduced.

The task of the Dovolopmant Branch is the conducting of research, the perfecting 
of new instruments , and the drafting of production blueprints. It has at its 
disposal the copious Siemens files, which include not only plena poj» trans— 
coils * measuring instruments, wire broadcasters, radio transmitters, 
amj^ifiers, and other Siemens products, but also a complete sat of prints for 
the 12-dianml B0/1 12 system which was developed ty Bell's of Antwerp and pro- 
cmaoa cy the Mix: &b& Genoa t works at JarosesBr during the war. 
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fenerally speaking, the Tesla Corporation is principally engaged in the pro- 
duction of articles previously developed and manufactured by Siemens, especially 
sine© lar^ stoctea of Siemens parts were left behind by the Germans In their 
retreat. These captured materials are being held at the Klamovka in Prague.

12 0 The Tele^zsmmications Section has part of its organisation in Pardubice, 
wkex*e work is being done on two-bank telephones and ultra short-wave 
telephones, and part in Pargau-Karlln, where the 12-chamiel system is being 
investigated* The main Tolacoamuxioatlone Section laboratories arc located 
in Strasni'ce* Work is being done here on two and four-wire a^>lifiere in 
the 300-3,400 c/s bands, on fork instruments, on wide-basd amplifiers far 
the nulti-chaimel systems (12-10 kilocycle band, reinforced 7 H, conditions 
according to GCIF), and on impulse systems for long-range controls and 
guidance*, 

13* The Telecromanications Section recently constructed a Siemens-type invertor 
for radio telephones which serves to modulate the epesch^-carxyii^ frequency 
and simultaneously to turn the frequency of the conversation around as in a 
mirror* This device has been delivered to the Army and also to members of 
the Government for their classified conversations * It operates m a carrier 
frequency of 2,600 c/s,. 

14o Tesla’s Teleoosrinuni cations Section has also constructed, according to old 
Siemens plena, a system for tapping and recording telephone conversations 
through a central post office* The apparatus is shortly to be put into opera- 
tion* It can tap 20 conversations simaltaneously and register two of those 
on records. 

15 • A further project is a plan for the development of co-axial cable cocmamica^ ‘ 
tions in Czechoslovakia* Tine project will follow a French pattern., A min 
axis, a so-called fegistrala, is to cross the entire country, but a number 
of problems remain to bo solved before the actual laying of the cable can 
begin, Axt$>Xl£i©r stations will also have to be constructed,, 

l&o With the aid of carrier systems (modeled on the lines of Standard SO I 12, 
Siemens U 6 15, and BOA 12), a telephone network will bo built to circle 
Bohemia and Moravia and to connect the individual towns.

It has thus far been applied 
in the Frague^Krkonose circuit, which uses the former German P rague-Berl in 
Installations „ One transmitter is on Potrin Mountain, near Prague, and the 
other is on the Snezka in the Krkonose mmmtains. The Prague and Trutnov 
city networks are connected with these transmitters, and dialing is automatic* 
This line of ccmuni cations is to be extended to Poland* Under the terms of 
another transaction, Poland is also to receive two- and four-wire amplifying 
stations with 18 x I 24 vacuum tubes* 


18„ A special section of the Tesla Development Branch employs foreign technicians* 
The development of instruments to facilitate aircraft landings, for instance^ 
is carried out under the guidance of Norton Nadler, an American* Research 
is conducted on a theoretical level, with various other departments construct- 
ing the required instruments and working models. 

19. A tensmitter-receivar. for aircraft, called "Skrlvanek 0 , is being developed 

with much haste* The project has only rodontly been initiated, and very little 
is known conce rning it, since access to the plans is strictly guarded* 
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
